Feed Ontario 
Apples to the Pigs? 


Official figures compiled at Ot-| 
tawa show that least year Canada | 
exported a million and a quarter | 
barrels of apples. Most of them | 
went from the Eastern provinces, 
and most of them went overseas. | 
Yet it is claimed that in some On-| 
tario counties more apples rotted | 
under the trees or ‘were consum- 
ed by hogs than were used or sold. 

To prevent a recurrence of this} 
waste, and to enlarge the income 
of the Ontario farmers from their 
orchards, the dominion authorities 
are trying to organise a better | 
system of marketing and shipping | 
for the coming fall. 

It is too much to hope that not 
all of the Government’s energy 
will be expended in trying to ship 
Ontario apples across the Atlantic, 
and that some of it may be direct- 
ed to heading a part of the sur-| 
plus crop toward western Canada. 
We are hearing a good deal about 
the wisdom of developing the 
‘“‘home market’’ these days, and 
the present dominion government 
is supposed to be especially strong 
in the conviction that selling at 
home is better than selling any- 
where else. There would seem to 
be a chance to apply that policy 
to the end of putting the share of 
Ontario’s apple crop that goes to 
the pigs within reach of the chil- 
dren in the prairie provinces, if 
the resources of the government 
were directed to the purpose in a 
business-like way. 

The prairie country has to im- 
port its apples from the east, the 
west, or the south. It is a big 
country, with a population run- 
ning up towards three millions. 
A larger than usual proportion of 
that population is at the age in life 
when the capacity to consume 
apples is without practical limit. 
Putting the situation in a general 
way ,tbhe people in western Canada 
could and would consume more 
apples than the like number of 
people in the older provinces, 


they could get them, simply be- 
cause more of them are young peo- 
ple. That surely is a market that 
it would be worth Ontario’s while 
to cultivate; when the alternative 
is to turn the pigs into the or- 
chards. 

The prairie country has mever 
yet had what in any other country 
would be considered a normal 
year’s supply of apples. It is a 
fact that taking it the year round 
the western child eats more or- 
anges than apples. As the or- 
anges come from California and 
other points outside Canada, the 
economic results are apparent. The 
money that might go to the farm- 
ers in Ontario goes to the orange 
growers in the southern states; 
and it is an smount of money that 
would be felt if the Ontario farm- 
ers had it in their pockets. 

Comparatively few Ontario ap- 
ples find their way to the west, 
and what do come here do not do 
justice to either the growers or the 
buyers on the average. Usually the 
only Ontario apples seen in the 
prairie country are what has 
been left after the orchards have 
been culled for the overseas trade. 
And the price demanded for this 
second Ontario fruit is so near the 
prices of first grade apples from 
british Columbia that the minority 
who can afford to buy find it bet- 
ler to buy the latter. The major 
ity of people buy neither, in any 
quantity large enough to count. 

High freight rates are the bar- 
rer which keeps Ontario apples 
out of the west, and that it is a 
formidable barrier is not to be ig- 
nored; more formidable now than 
'l ever was, with the exception of 
last year. On the other hand, if 
the dominion government were re 
eclutely-minded to give the On 


| which heard 
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tario apple a fair chance in the 
western market, there is a consid 
eration that modifies the influence 
of the high freight rates 

During the fall months hun- 
dreds of thousands of freight cars 
trundle from all points on the 
prairies down to the head of the 
lakes loaded with grain. They 
come back empty. The grain pays 
the haulage charges both ways. At 
the same time scores of vessels 
leave ports in old Ontario for the 
head of the lakes without cargo, 
and fill up there with wheat. 
Again the wheat pays the cost of 
the voyage going and coming. 


; Why not fill up some of the west 
| bound boats with the apples going | 
to waste in the Ontario orchards, | 


and transfer the cargoes at Fort 
William and Port Arthur to the 
thousands of empty freight cars 
destined for all corners of the 
prairie country? 

The boats and cars have to make 
the westward run or they cannot 
carry the grain eastward. 


round trip of both boats and cars, 
apples brought out on the west- 
ward runs could be carried at 
‘ballast rates’’ and laid down ata 
fraction of the freight charges on 
special shipment. It is simply a 
ease of utilising idle equipment, 
of making the carriers do service 
both ways instead of one, And 
as they now collect for doing ser- 
vice both ways while doing ser- 
vice only one way, they could well 
afford to carry apples on the west- 
ward trip at low rates, 

Of course, it would take organ- 
ised effort to establish the traf- 
fic, and perhaps some exercise of 
government authority. But if the 
government is going to take a 
hand in the task of shipping On- 
tario apples to the other side of 


the Atlantic why should it not also | 
take a hand in making the tran-| 


sportation systems function so as 
deliver Ontario apples at western 
points at prices within the reach 
of the ordinary purse? 

If the fruit growers and papers 
of Ontario are alive to their op 
portunities they will make a 
‘‘dead set’’ on Ottawa to help put 
their waste apple crop on the 
prairie market. The thing can be 


done, and there are millions in it | 


for the Ontario farmers.

He got so used 
to being insulted by the German 
officials at Brussels that he may 
not care what the Soviet propa- 
gandists say about him. Already 
they are impugning the motives of 
the United States and Great Bri- 
tain in offering to supply their 
starving victims. A less patient 
or less experienced man would be 
inclined to abandon the job be- 
fore it has started and ‘‘leave the 
Russians to manage their own af- 
fairs,’’ on the ground that if they 
choose to tolerate that kind 
rulership they are entitled to reap 
the results of it without outside 
interference. 

A Common Ailment. 

If the seven-cent street car fare 
is not popular it at least is com- 
mon to most of the large cities on 
the continent, with little present 
prospect that the old five-cent 
fare will be restored. Even at the 
higher fare most street railway 
systems are in the doubtful class, 
and few if any of them are favor-- 
ed by investors. And the tide is 
against them, rather than with 
them, The automobile has come to 
stay, and it is getting more nu- 


merous every day. There is even a | 


fair chance that before many years 
it will have driven the cars off the 
streets or the systems into bank- 
ruptey, by taking away so much of 
their business that fares will have 
to be bosted to prohibitive levels. 
The Edmonton system is not pecu- 
liar in that it charges high fares 
and still loses money. There are 
few systems which are not doing 
one or other, or both.
